Barima through the Moro passage 
and afc Mount Everard were taken 
into a bor.t which, propelled hy pad- 
lies, was carrying provisions and 
men to a placer mine near Arataka, 
tho English governmsiit station, 
eight or nine days up. 


Oa tho way up the river I noticed 


nmd reefs crossing tho Barima every 
few idles and ranging in width 
from a few feet- to 40. I prospected 
some of them and found a few 
specks of fine gold, which miners 
.called "eyes." I think these reefs 
imiicats fissure veins. We passed by 
several placer mines, but visited 
none until we came to the Waremba 
syndicate, ahoat four miles below 
Arakafca and the same distance in 
from the river on the west bank. 
While prospecting inland we lost 
ourselves in one of the swamps 
which aboaad ia that region. On 
our search for camp we crossed at 
least 20 times a creek running 
through, the swamp and finally 
canao to a gigantic cypress tree, 
which served as a landmark. Each 
attempt that we made to gat* out oi 
tho swamp brought us back to the 
cypress tree. Finally we succeeded 
ia Teaching higher ground, where i 
we found aa bid line cut through | 
the undergrowth in the manner of 
marking a mining claim. By follow- 
ing this ?re succeeded in getting out. 
It is impossible to travel through 
the thick nnuergrowth of that re- 
gion without a compass, and, as in 
this instance, even a oompass proves 
to be almost useless. 


At our camp near Arakaka wa 


hewed a boat- cut of cv tree and pad- 
dled 25 miles tip the stream to the 
first rapids. There I was taken ill 
with dysentery, -which was preva- 
lent thereabout, and was compelled 
to retarn to the hospital at Araka- 
ka. While there I visited the Ara- 
kaka Development coinpany'smines, 
under the 'management of Mr. Ow- 
ens, an American. This company 
was •working both quartz and placer 
claims which were very rich. 


The region is of volcanic forma- 


tion. Tha quartz ledges are not so 
well defined as on the Cuyuai, but 
aventaally, I think, tho Barima will 
abound in quartz mines. The ledges 
run invariably from the aortheast 
to the southwest 


The Arakaka Development com- 


pany owns 60 placer claims. I may 
explain that placer claims are lo- 
cated on water courses and are 500 
feet-wide by 1,500 in length. Tho 
method of working them is simple. 
The ground is cleared of brash, and 
the first covering of clay is removed 
until the gold bearing gravel is ex- 
posed. This is called "stripping a 
pit" on the creek. Then a sluice is 
put in, to which the water of the 
creek is confined. Men are stationed. 
on each side of the sluice to shovel 
in the gravel. Thin is washed by the 
water, and the gold is caught by the 
quicksilver in tho riffles at the hot-

H. & D. or the peace and dig- 
city of the city, has been bitterly re- 
sented by the gang and lasl Thursday 
night when they interfered in behalf 
of the two lone women, one of whom 
bad been brutally assaulted by at 
least a portion of tlie gang, threats 
were made openly and boldly in the 
very faces of the yardmaster and the 
two watchmen- 


Yesterday Detective Wiles ap- 


pealed to Mayor Bryter for advice in 
the matter and explained to him the 
adventures that h!s friends had ex- 
perienced.
